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Continuation of 3 Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Applicants' arguments in the Request for Reconsiderati 
are convincing and therefore the Obviousness-Type Double Patening Rejection of claims 1, 2, 5-12, 17, 18, 25-27, 31 and 32 by U S 
Patent Nos. 5,962,921 and 5,756,370 is hereby withdrawn. 

Continuation of 5 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Farnworth et al (5,962,921) continues to reai 
each of the rejected claims. Attention is directed to Figures 7, 7A and 7B which shows flexible leads 48F cantilevered over a recess 
(22F 32F) which supports a bumped contact 12. Figure 7B depicts the flexible leads having a radius of curvature and shape that is 
substantially equal to a radius of the bumped contact. Moreover the flexible leads inherently posess a modulus of elasticity selected
